And 
why should not the production of pork be increased ? 
As prices and prospects are now, it is as profitable a 
branch of business, all things considered, as any 
other. Wool and beef may be more so under certain 
circumstances, but both of these are liable to fluctus- 
tions, quite as much if not more so, than pork. And 
then, the farmer who raises pork, as well as beef and 
wool, will have thé advantage of more chances of be- 
ing prepared for a high market; as though pork is up 
and down like other things, it has of late years been 
oftener high in price than most other products. The 
advantages of marketing the refuse milk of the dairy, 
and affording the opportunity of making an abun- 
dance of the best of manure for wheat need not be 
mentioned. Also that it can be produced from roots 
and coarse grains and even grass, requiring only a 
little corn for finishing off. It is probable that inves- 
tigation and research will develop facilities in the pro- 
duction of pork that are not now generally under- 
stood. A word to the wise is sufficient. Let our 
farmers look to this matter.

The grade of the ditch should be suffi- 
cient to allow the water to fall off easily. The slant 
of the sides of the ditch will depend much upon the 
character of the soil. Onelay ground the sides will 
hold if made nearly vertical or straight down; but on 
sandy and soft or muddy soils, the slant should be 
considerable, sometimes as mach as one-third pitch. 

There are so many materials which may be used in 
constructing covered drains, that we cannot in this 
brief article be expected to enamerate all, or to give 
succinct methods of using them. It is evident that a 
farmer must be governed to a great extent by his sur- 
roundings—by the circumstances under which he is 
placed. Thusif he has a rocky farm and a large 
quantity of locse field stone, it is plain that stone 
should be the material to construct his drain; for by 
using them he would not only employ the cheapest 
and most readily attainable material, but at the same 
time would be clearing his farm of stone. 

Stone drains are preferable for sandy soils. They 
may be thrown in promiscuously, or an open drain may 
be built at the bottom. The most common method is 
to lay sizeable stones on each side of the bottom of the

The Habit of the Wheat Piant. 


There are not a few curious things connected with 
the wheat plant, that exert a controlling influence in 
the cultivation of this golden grain. A great many 
farmers fail—as they always will—to raise even a tol- 
erably fair crop of Winter wheat, simply because they 
do not understand the habit of the growing plant. In 
many instances, if a farmer do not understand the 
habit of the wheat plant, he may about as well cast 
his seed into the unplowed field and expect acrop. It 
is of the highest practical importance that the farmer 
who raises Winter wheat should have a correct under- 
standing of the habit of this kind of grain, so that 
he may be able to avail himself of the practical ad- 
vantages to be derived from such knowledge. 

The first point touching the habit of the growing 
wheat plant is this, which may be observed by plant- 
ing the kernels at various depths. If a kernel of 
wheat be planted three or four or more inches deep, 
primary or seminal roots will be thrown out nearly in 
a horizontal direction from the kernel. Then, after

crevice, and each year brings forward some new in- 
vention to enable people to shut out from them the 
life-giving oxygen and reduce their condition more 
and more to that of the mouse in the jar. They 
build fine churches without any adequate provision for 
ventilation; and if the vestry be situated in the base- 
ment they will be careful to provide a fine leading up 
into the audience room, so that the air that has been 
warmed by stove and furnace, deprived of its oxygen 
and burdened with the noxious exhalations from the 
lungs of scores of Sunday scholars and teachers may 
without waste be conveyed up to be subjected to a re- 
distillation in the lungs of the listeners to the sermon, 
Is air indeed so scarce that it must needs be so rigidly 
economized ; that so much pains must be takon to 
wring from it the last grain of oxygen? 

And worse than all, because in this case the suffer- 

ers are not responsible for the folly, school-houses are 
built with the same disregard of the imperative needs 
of the human system. It is difficult to find a school- 
house in a country district where the slightest preten- 
sion is made to ventilation, and even in the villages 
the means employed are, in general, wofully ineffi- 
cient. Let any one who doubts this enter any of our 
school-rooms near the close of the daily session, in 
cool weather. ‘‘I tell you’’, said a citizen at a dis- 
trict meeting in the high school house in this city two 
years ago, “‘L tell you what it is, gentlemen, we are 
killing our young ones.’ Will people never act as 
though they believed air that had been repeatedly 
breathed to be poison? Are they really fond of the 
head aches, the fever- flushed faces, the languid steps 
with which they emerge from crowdod halls? Will 
they always set up for their household gods, air-tight 
stoves, and with double windows and listed doors sit 
dozing stupidly away the long winter evenings? Will 
rail-road brakemen never cease to perambulate the 
cars, closing all the windows, manifesting the greatest 
anxiety to exclude every breath of the refreshing 
breeze for which the drowsy passengers are gasping? 
We believe foul air to be a greater foe to human hap- 
piness than war or alchohol. We know whole families 
who appear to have sound constitutions, yet are ren- 
dered weak and miserable through th eir own efforts to 
shut out God’s most bounteous gift. There is good 
reagon to believe that many persons have been at- 
tacked by various diseas3s from which they would 
have been always free had not the tone of tue system 
been weakened by @ stinted supply of oxygen. 

Yet we are very hopeful. The increased attention 
this matter is receiving from physicians and in the 
public fprints, promises to effect something. To be 
sure, physiologists have long been preaching pure air, 
without great practical results, but the leaven is work- 
ing, and we hope to see the time when aman would

Why not Raise more Pork? 





Our farmers are making commendable progress in 
most branches of agricaltaral enterprise. Wheat 
raising has been entered into with commendable zeal, 
and with ® good prospeot of success; and the proba- 
bility is that ere long one of the great avenues by 
which money has passed out of the State, will be closed 
or essentially contracted. But there is another item 
of expenditure, to which our State is subject, which 


requires attention. The time has been when pork 
raising engaged a large share of the attention of our 
farmers, and quite likely there may be sections where 
this is the case at the present time. But in general, 


the production of pork falls far short of the demand; 
not only in this State, but in other portions of the 


country, so that speculetors are enabled to raise or 


depress its price at pleasure, as they do that of some 
other products, and of gold, to the enrich’ of them- 
selves and the impoverishment of the country. This 
need not be so as far as the farmers of Maine are oon- 
rned, for they have raised and can stili raise their 


ple. It isa hardy tree, with close, compact form, 
beautifal foliage, bears transplanting, well and easily 
adapts itself to most kinds of soil. It is surely our 
favorite for all soils except very clayey or wet ones, 
where we would recommend instead the elm, or some 
of the evergreens. 

It has been rather a hard season for newly trans-~ 
planted trees, and shade trees in particular, because 
we are not apt to give them so much care and atten- 
tion as their fruit tree cousins receive. A drouth is 
usually fatal to a large percentage of spring planted

in such a manner that it will be pretty sare to live if 
proper care is given it, than to plant out five with a 
serong probability that they will all die ere the season 
is over, and the work require to be done over agiin. 
The first point should be to get as many of the roots 
of the tree as possible in as perfect a manner as possi- 
ble; and the next, to trim the top to correspond with 
the roots. Then set them out in a position as nearly 
natural as you can, and attend to them after they are 
set out, Many persors think, or act as though they 
think, that after the tree is once planted out, that is 
the end of it—it requires no more care. This is a de- 
cided mistake—a mistake which is costing us thou- 
sands of trees annually. A tree should never be set 
and left without giving it a thorough mulching. Not 
throw a forkfal or armful of straw or hay around it, 
but cover the soil deep with some light, porous mate- 
rial, it hardly matters what—hay, straw, leaves, 
weeds, shavings even—only put enough around it to 
retain the moisture around the tree and in the soil 
about the roots. Ifa drouth comes on, an occasional 
watering may save the life of the tree. 

Shade trees around our buildings, along our rosds 
and streets and in our public places, are a necessity— 
@ thing of beauty and a joy forever—but we cannot 
always get them without care, nor without knowing 
when, where and how to transplant and care for them, 
and better still, knowing the necessity of practicing 
that knowledge.

And the proprietors, not understanding this 
peculiar habit of the wheat plant, never could philos- 
ophize why his wheat should suffer so intensely during 
tne cold weather. The advantage to be taken on this 
point 1s to plant or drill in the grain not over one or 
two inckes deep; thea the seminal or primary roots 
and the, eecondary or coronal joots will be so near 
each other that the plants will rise and settle back 
again, without injury, when the surface of the land 
freezes. This peculiar habit famishes a reliable guide 
to the proper depth for putting \n the seed of Winter

dnote point of some interest and importance is 
the habit of tillering—throwing tp numerous stems 
in a single stool of the growing pants. Here we have 
a stool of the Norway oats, as wemay allsee, in which 
there are 714 stems, all of whith proceeded from a 
single kernel of the grain. The\ernel that produced 
that stool of oats yielded more than one thousand fold. 
In all my experience with oats, rye and wheat—and I 
have raised a great deal of cereal—I have never met 
with a stool that was so prolificas this stool of the 
Norway oats. Many of the members of this Club 
have denounced the Norway oats as an unmitigated 
humbug. Perhaps they are so 

Indeed, I have looked with no little suspicion upon 
Jones & Clark’s advertisements,.until I came to see 
this stool of oats, which has given more confidence in 
that kind of grain than every high-sounding indorse- 
ment that he has ever published. 

I have seen sixty-four and as high as seventy-two 
stalks in a single stool of wheat and rye; but never 
before have I seen anything that will compare satisfac- 
torily with this stool. One of the crowning excellen- 
cies of Winter wheat is the habit of tillering exten- 
sively. In selecting ears, therefore, for the improve- 
ment of & new variety, we always choose the fairest 
head ini the stool that is made up ef the greatest num- 
ber of stems, on account of its excellent prolific char- 
asteristic. In selecting an animal of the genus sus 
for a breeder, we always give the preference to a sow 
that has one or two pigs more than there are teats on 
her udder, rather than one that hes twelve teats and 
only two or three pigs. All these points hold good in 
the vegetable as well as the animal kingdom. 

Now let us examine the advantages resulting from 
tillering. We have found a peculiar ear of wheat 
‘which we desire to propagate so ag te bring out an im- 
proved variety of grain. Therefore, we prepare a 
seed-bed in the garden, where the soil is rich, and 
plant one kernel in a place, one foot apart each way, 
and two inches deep. [f fowls are kept away so that 
no leaves are picked off, those plants will tiller so ex- 
tensively that one kernel will often produce several 
handeal kernels.

Slavering. 


Ptyalism, or the excessive secretion of saliva, com- 
monly termed slavering or slobering, though general- 
ly symptomatic, is sometimes observed when there is 
neither heat, pain, nor swelling of the salivary glands; 
but it is generully seen, in connection either with 
swelling of the salivary glands or with apthta, inflam- 
mation of the tongae, &o. Horses and cows have 
been salivated from eating grass containing a quanti- 
ty of wild mustard. It may also be caused by the 
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Not only is it the time to clean mowings of rocks, 
stumps and other obstructions, such as worthless 
trees and unnecessary old walls, fences, 
and ledges, but to drain such as are surcharged with 
water, as some are. Draining is attracting more and 
more attention among farmers, but not a whit more 
than the importance of the subject demands. Not 
only much of mow-land, but also of the tillage land of 
New England and New York State, would be render- 
ed greatly more productive and profitable, and at the 
same time making them much pleasanter to work, by 
deep, thorough tile drainage, a subject that we have 
often adverted to in these colamas. It is aa old and 
trite adage, that ‘‘a thing well done is twice done;’’ 
nowhere does this apply with greater force than to 
farm drainage. Asa rule, tiles should be put four 
feet below the surface, three and a half feet being the 
least that should be thought of. Let this be kept in 
mind by all tile-drainers: tile-drainers, we say, and 
would here add, that we have little or no confidence 
in using anything but tile for under-drainage; the 
ditch being open, the best tarm economy requires that 
tile be laid before it be re-filled. Let these hints and

the opportunity to provide for a liberal compost heap, 
so essential to good farming. Save everything that 
ean be used as fertilizers for farm and garden; ma- 
nures and everything that can quicken and enrich the 
spil, is, ultimately, money in the pocket, or, what is 
better, what money can and does purchase, as family 
or personal comforts and luxuries, and, besides, in 
husbanding all such resources, cleanliness and health- 
iness are promoted, while an air of neatness is mani- 
fest about the farmery and homestead. Mow weeds, 
brush and briers in hedges and by the roadside, rake 
them and bern them if they contain foul seeds; oth- 
erwise put them into the crmpost heap, which should 
be the farmer’s omnium gatherum, which signifies a 
miscellaneous collection of things, a medley. 
It is a good time to cut swamp grass, brakes and 
polypody that may be used for bedding the coming 
winter, Bedding is bedding in these times. A sub- 
urban stock-breeder told us within a week, that a few 
months since he bought the best of English hay for 
$26 a ton, and paid $35 a ton for rye straw at the 
same time, for bedding for his horses. Provide liber- 
aliy then for bedding, when you may do so.— Boston 
Cultivator. 


How to Break the Colt to Harness. 


Procure a good bitting rig of your own, If you 
cannot afford that, trouble some of your neighbors for 
one, rather than do without it. Bit the colt up once 
a day, from three to four hours, for about one week. 
He will by this time get accustomed to the bit. Next 
proceed to harness him. 

There are five mediums through which the horse 
can distinguish one object from another, and be use- 
fal to man—by sight, hearing, sound, touch and feel- 
ing. To harness the colt, care should be taken to 
never frighten him. And when first harnessing him, 
let him examine the harness, which he will do with 
his nose. Once assured that it will not hurt him, he 
will care nothing for it. Be sure and fit the collar so 
that it will not gall him. Attach two lines, one on 
each side of the bit, and have them long enough to 
reach back of him, so that you can drive him about 
and teach him to mind the reins until you can easily 
guide him and make him ‘‘gee’’ and ‘“‘haw’’ by the 
word.

fields of Virginia, will change ears into nubbins, and 
reduce the yield a third and a half. Maine now needs 
rain. Mach of Kentucky was cuffering, but has been 
refreshed.’ Potato-vines everywhere look well, and 
the crop of earlies has been so heavy as to pull prices 
away down, But there is much fear and some signs 
of oncoming rot. This may give farmers a fair price 
for potatoes that are late and sound. In the great 
corn regions the backset from weeds and wet cannot 
be recovered from, though for two weeks they have 
had good suns. A small corn crop, which now ap- 
pears inevitable, means seant supply of fat beeves and 
swine, Bread and yotatoes are to be a great deal 
cheaper than steaks and roasts. Those farmers will 
show the best balance who turn their grasses into but- 
ter, cheese, and beef; their corn and roots into fat 
muttons and heavy hogs. 

The apple prospect is better than last year. In 
New-Engiand and Jersey they will not be plentifal, 
nor will the supply be as much short as for several 
years From the west we receive no complaints.

| Clean Culture. 


It is a fact that grouu! which is kept from vegeta- 
tation of any kind, will not dry up so much as that 
on which a crop is grown. There are many who 
doubt, but if they would make a proper investigation 
their doubts will be removed. Make an experiment— 
take a piece of ground and hoe it every day, or often 
enough to keep all kinds of vegetation from starting. 
Sow another piece adjoining with grass, or some kind 
of grain. After a drouth of two or three weeks ex- 
amine both pieces by digging into them with a spade 
or shovel, The earth of the grass or grain plat will 
be found very dry, like ashes, to the depth of a foot 
or more, The other will be dried in only two or three 
inches; below that it will be found moist.

EXAMINATION OF Pensioners. We are requested 
by Gen. Boynton, U.S. Pension Agent in this city, 
to say, that in accordance with a law passed ten 
years ago, (Match 1859) all soldiers who are pen-

A Mystery ro se Expiatxep. Forty years ago 
Chancellor Lansing of New York, left a hotel in New 
York city, one aftermoon, to take the boat for Albany. 
He never reached the boat ; and the hotel porter who 
handed him his bag, was the last person known to 


have seen him. He never appeared again among his 
acquaintances, nor has there bees, from that time to 
this, any explanation of his disappearance. He was 
well known, held a very prominent position, and was 
respected and honored. Of course his disappearance 
created a profound sensation, and there was a diligent 
inquiry to find him, or learn something of his fate. 
But all inquiry was in vain, and his fate was, after 
some years, regarded asa mystery never to be ex- 
plained. It appears, however, that this conclusion 
was a mistake. The New York Times refers to this 
case, and says :— 

**We speak under authority whon we say that ev 
incident connected with the disappearance of Chancel- 
lor Lansing is well known to a gentleman now living. 
The secret was confided to him by « distinguished 
citizen of this State, now deceased, whose name al- 
ways commanded and does still command respect. 
The survivor was en to publish all the circam- 
stances when persons fied were dead. 
This condition has been fulfilled, and it is probable 
that a narrative calculated to startle the public will 
yet be given t> the world. There will then no longer 
Be room eft fora single doubt in reference to Chan- 
cellor Lansing’s f.te. We donot feel ourselves at 
liberty to hint at the nature of the revelation to be 
made, but this we may say, that it will be well au- 
thenticated, and that it will form one of the most 
remarkable pages in the history of the public men of 
this country.”’

aster. She did not strike very heavily at first, how- 
ever, and many of the passengers (including ladies) 
were not aroused from their morning slumbers.
